HAS A CHRISTIAN EVER A RIGHT TO JUDGE WHETHER AN- 
OTHER IS SAVED? MORE LETTERS; MORE BIBLE TEACHING 


The Word of God is sharper than 
a two-edged sword. It is like a fire 
and like a hammer that breaks a 
rock in pieces, so says Hebrews 4: 
12 and Jeremiah 23:29. Not long 
ago the editor felt profoundly im- 
pressed with the command Je- 
sus, “Judge not.” 
7:1-5 and Luke 6:36, 37, as a 
basis, he wrote an article. Many 
letters show that the article did 
much good. Some confessed the sin 
and asked God to help them for- 
sake it. Others who were guilty 
made excuses and insisted they 
were still able to judge other’s 
hearts correctly by their lives. Still 
others inquired about further de- 
tails, asked questions. 

Here again we print those scrip- 
tures, giving the command of Je- 
sus to “Judge Not.” 


“Judge not, that ye be not 
judged. 

“For with what judgment ye 
judge, ye shall be judged; and 
with what measure ye mete it 
shall be measured to you 
again. 

“And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but considerest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? 

“Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the 
mote out of thine eye; and be- 
hold a beam is in thine own 
eye? 

“Thou hypocrite, first cast 
out the beam out of thine own 
eye; and then thou shalt see 
clearly to cast out the mote 
out of thy brother’s eye.” 

— Matthew 7:1-5.

“Be ye therefore merciful, 

as your father also is merciful. 

“Judge not and ye shall not 

be judged: condemn not and 

ye shall not be condemned: 

forgive, and ye shall be for- 
given.” 

— Luke 6:36, 37. 

A kindly and greatly appreci- 
ated letter from a Christian brother 
gives a viewpoint that is too widely 
held by good people, I am con- 
vinced. I will give you here a large 
part of his. letter: 


“I am here in C— S— this sum- 
mer and have been reading your 
literature and your paper. You 
have an excellent paper and I am 
glad to see that you are not afraid 
to tackle controversial subjects. It 
really brings one’s mind into ac- 
tion to read your articles and 
shakes one out of his spiritual 
lethargy. 

“After reading your article on 
“Judging,” which you say struck 
fire in some quarters, I felt like 
writing you my reaction. Of course 
your main contention is correct and 
I do not see how any one can dis- 
pute it. Harsh, rash and unchris- 
tian judgment is a sin and too often 
divisive and hurtful. But on the 
other hand I would like to see you 
take up the other aspect of judg- 
ing commenting on Matthew 7:15- 
20, Acts 8:18-23, Galatians 1:8, 
First Corinthians 2:12-16; First 
Corinthians 5:11-13, First Corin- 
thians 3:6-10, 15-18. What do you 
say? There are many true saints 
who are suffering actual persecu- 
tion from unsaved hypocrites in 
the church. The first reference I 
give shows that these hypocrites 
are so self-deceived that they real- 
ly believe they are bound for heav- 
en. The person of spiritual discern- 
ment knows they are lost and of 
course you believe they should be 
warned or you would not be an 


evangelist. What I want to bring 
out is this: Although you have a 
message for those who are guilty 
of sinful judging, you are putting 
a club in the hands of hypocrites to 
injure the true saints who may 
have a Bible warrant for judging 
and warning the sinner. The hypo- 
crite will gloat over your article 
unless you bring out the other 
aspect, I am afraid. The apostles 
surely judged and teach that the 
child of God indwelt by the Holy 
Spirit is the only one who is really 
qualified to judge.“ 

That is a forthright, intelligent, 
and brotherly letter, and I have 
answered it prayerfully. I believe 
the letter and answer are of gen- 
eral interest and I give my answer 
here to help stop this wicked prac- 
tice that has grown up among 
Christians, of saying that they can 
tell whether one is saved or not 
by observing life, doctrine and sep- 
aration.

J. THERE IS A HELL 


You ask, “How do you know it?” 
I answer, God's Word says there 
is a Hell and I believe God’s Word.” 
Do you? Have you noticed how 
many folks believe what the Bible 
says about Heaven, yet will reject 
what the Bible says about Hell? 
How do you reconcile this fact? 
If we believe what the Bible says 
about Heaven we must believe 
what it says about Hell. Let’s 
be consistent. The Bible says more 
about Hell than it does about Heav- 
en. It will take the average reader 
more than half an hour to read 
what is written about it. There 
are 162 texts in the New Testa- 
ment alone which speaks of the 
doom which awaits the sinner, and 
over 70 of these were uttered by 
the Lord himself. God uses the 
strongest language possible in tell- 
ing us about it; let me give you a 
few of the passages: 


“For the wicked shall be 
turned into Hell, and all the 
—" that forget God” (Psa. 
9:17). 

“For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the 
lowest Hell” (Deut. 32:22). 


“Upon the wicked he shall 
rain snares, fire and brim- 
stone, and an horrible tempest; 
this shall be the portion of 
their cup” (Psa. 11:6). 

“And they shall go forth and 
look upon the carcasses of the 
men that have transgressed 
against me, for their work 
shall not die, neither shall their 
fire be quenched; and they 
shall be an abhorring unto all 
flesh” (Isa. 66:24). 

“Who among us shall dwell 
with the devouring fire? Whe 
among us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings?” (Isa. 
33:14). 

“And the destruction of the 
transgressors and of the sin- 
ners shall be together, and they

that forsake the Lord shall be 
consumed” (Isa. 1:28). 

“For behold, the Lord will 
come with fire, and with his 
chariots, like a whirlwind, to 
render his anger with fury, 
and his rebuke with flames and 
fire’ (Isa. 66:15). 

“He will burn up the chaff 
with unquenchabdle fire” (Matt. 
3:12). 

“Wide is the gate, and broad 
is the way, that leadeth to de- 
struction, and many there be 
which go in thereat” (Matt. 
7:13). 

“There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth’ (Matt. 8: 
12). 

“Rather fear him who is able 
to destroy both body and soul 
in Hell” (Matt. 10:28). 


“And shall cast them into 
the furnace of fire; there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth” (Matt. 13:50). 

“But he shall say, I tell you, 
I know not whence you are, de- 
part from me all ye workers 
of iniquity” (Luke 13:27). 

t is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having 
two hands to go into Hell, into 
the fire that never shall be 
quenched, where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched” (Mark 9:43, 44). 

“In flaming fire taking ven- 
geance on them that know not 
God, and that obey not the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (II Thess. 1:8). 


“If God spared not the an- 
gels that sinned, but cast them 
down to Hell, and delivered 
them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment” 
(II Peter 2:4). 

“Suffering the vengeance of 
eternal fire’ (Jude 7). 


“And in Hell he lifted up his 
eyes being in torments! And 
he cried and said, Send Laza- 


rus, that he may dip the tip

of his finger in water and cool 
my tongue, for I am tormented 
2 this flame” (Luke 16:23, 

4). 

“The smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever, 
and they have no rest day nor 
night” (Rev. 14:11) 

“These both were cast alive 
into a lake of fire burning with 
brimstone” (Rev. 19:20). 

“Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire” (Rev. 
(20:15). 

“But the fearful, unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone; which is 
the second death” (Rev. 21:8). 


These are ONLY A FEW of the 
many passages I could give you. 
You cannot explain them away; no 
one can. If you are honest you will 
accept God’s Word and study it 
carefully. Saying there is no Hell 
does not do away with it. Ignoring 
the teaching of the Bible does not 
put it out of existence. One ounce 
of what God says is worth a mil- 
lion tons of what some modernist 
preacher says. Who will you be- 
lieve, God’s Word or some atheistic 
professor or unbeliever? Some of 
these scoffers won’t be in Hell five 
minutes before they will scream 
out, “What a mistake I made in 
my teaching regarding the Bible!“ 


Jesus Was One of the Greatest 
Preachers On Hell 


Jesus himself was one of the 
greatest preachers on Hell for He 
knew of its existence and its ter- 
rible nature. How the people shud- 
dered as they heard from His lips 
a description of the terrible suffer- 
ings of the lost. Jesus wanted men 
to know the truth, but they would 
not listen.

a whole family of relatives from 
Mason, Michigan, to church.

Still the mother was in the way. 
I suddenly did a thing no one ought 
ever to do unless he is clearly led 
of the Spirit, as I believe I was. 
I turned to the mother, said I saw 
she was evidently in the way of the 
family. 

“Now,” I said, “I am going to 
pray for the boy, and I am going 
to pray for God to kill you if you 
don’t get out of the way.” 


And I did just that. I prayed 
that all would be saved right there, 
but if the mother persisted in hin- 
dering, God would remove her and 
save the others. When she wanted 
the boy to have more time, I quoted 
“The Holy Ghost saith today if 
ye will hear his voice harden not 
your hearts” (Heb. 3:7, 8). I quot- 
ed “Boast not thyself of tomorrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day 
bringeth forth” (Prov. 27:1). 


Suddenly the sixteen-year-old son 
said, with tears, “Mama, let’s do 
it now and get it settled.” And 
they did, I believe, sincerely, hap- 
pily. 

As we turned to tell the husband 
and father, Brother Pease had him 
in prayer, praying, “God be mer- 
ciful to me, a sinner, and save me 
for Jesus’ sake.” Soon they three 
were rejoicing together, and the 
fourteen-year-old son came to join 
the group, won by the visitors, I 
think. 

If more people were hungry for 
revivals enough to go 430 miles, 
and then pick up unsaved loved 
ones and take them to church, we 
would have more saved.

1. The death of Jesus upon the 
Cross is proof that there is a Hell. 
If there is no Hell, if it’s just an 
idea in the mind of man, answer 
me this one question— Why did 
Jesus Christ leave Heaven's glories 
and come to this wicked sin-cursed 

despised, mocked, 

scourged and finally crucified? 

Why did He bleed and die with a 

_ broken heart, if there is no reality 
to sin, if there is no Hell? 

There is but one answer: the 
sufferings and death of Jesus is 
absolute proof that there is a Hell 
from which I may be saved. Je- 
sus died to save me from Hell and 
I know it. NO ONE NEEDS TO 
TELL ME SO, FOR I KNOW IT. 

2. I know there is a Hell because 
my reason tells me God must have 
a place where the wicked are kept. 
Hell is a necessity; God needs a 
Hell. The Devil and his angels 
have immortal souls; they cannot 
enter Heaven, for nothing that de- 
files shall enter there. They can- 
not remain upon earth, so what 
will God do with them? God has 
provided a place where they are to 
corte See ee ease ie Bal. It 
was prepared originally for them. 

Depart from me ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the Devil and his angels” 

(Matt. 25:41). 

When man sinned he sentenced 
himself to Hell. God hates sin and, 
oh, sinner, if you persist in your 
sin the day will come when God 
will wrap up that sin and put it 
in Hell and you cannot blame God 
for it. Get this, oh, sinner, SOME- 
WHERE YOU WILL LIVE FOR- 
EVER! Remember this, never let 
the thought get away from you! 
And where you live will depend 
upon what you do with Christ. God 
wants you to be saved, but if you 
persist in sinning you automatical- 
ly shut yourself out of Heaven. 
This is why Hell had to be made 
larger. 

Hell hath enlarged herself, 
and opened her mouth without 
measure, and their glory and 
their multitude, and _ their 
pomp and he that rejoiceth, 
shall descend into it” (Isa. 5: 
14). 


The Devil Does Not Govern Hell 


The modern idea that the devil 
governs Hell is not scriptural. I 
believe that Milton’s Paradise 
Lost” has had much to do with 
the spread of the idea. Satan never 
ruled Hell and never will. He fears 
Hell but will eventually be cast 
there together with Beast and the 
False Prophet. 

“The Devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of 
fire and brimstone, where the 
beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented 
day and night forever and 
ever” (Rev. 20:10). 


I believe almost everyone expects: 


to be saved but this does not mean 
that all will enter Heaven. Sinner, 
if God admitted you to Heaven 
without a change of heart, you 
would made a Hell out of Heaven! 
Stop and think! Do you think for 
a moment that God will admit to 
Heaven the murderer, the blas- 
phemer, the whoremonger, the 
slanderer, the gambler, the idolater, 
the liar and all others who have 
violated the laws of God and of 
men? How long would Heaven re- 
main the home of the redeemed? 
Why, this crowd would push God 
himself off the throne and make a 
shambles out of Heaven if God ad- 
mitted them as they are. Hell is 
a necessity; God must have a place 
where He puts the wicked. 

3. Then, too, the holiness and 
justice of God demands that there 
be a Hell. We all know that sin is 
not fully punished here. Think of 
the man who swindles hundreds of 
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What about the man who deliber- 
ately squanders all his earnings up- 
on drink and gambling and lewd 
living, causing his family to suffer 


. prison 
house where those who break God's 
laws are kept. The law breaker 
does not enjoy the same liberty 
here that good citizens do and it 
is certain that they do not in the 
world to come. 


Hell Is A Consequence Rather 
Than A Penalty 


Hell is the logical result of a life 
of sin. The mills of God grind 
slowly but they grind surely. What 
you sow you reap; you reap more 
than you sow, and ignorance of 
the kind of seed makes no differ- 
ence, 

Sinner, may your guilty eyes be 
opened! Sin damns just as fire 
burns and water drowns. Go on 
in your sin, laugh and sneer at God 
and trample under your feet every 
offer of mercy but know this that 
there will come a day when you 
will face those sins! They will rise 
up before you as a mountain and 
you will cry for the rocks and 
mountains to fall upon you to hide 
you from the eyes of a just and 
holy God! God help you to see it 
before the storm breaks and it is 
too late! 

4. Then, too, God needs a Hell to 
keep men from sin. We may say 
what we will about this but we do 
know that the fear of punishment 
does hold men in restraint. Men 
are afraid of the electric chair, 
the gas chamber and the hang- 
man’s rope. 

Suppose there were no punish- 
ment for crime, suppose men could 
rob and kill, suppose men could do 
just what they wished and would 
never be punished. You know what 
would happen. If this were true, 
man’s life would not be safe any- 
where. This sin-cursed earth would 
become a Hell, a veritable hot-bed 
of crime. And if the fear of pun- 
ishment restrains men on 
earth, isn’t it reasonable to believe 
that the thought of Hell will bring 
many to their senses and lead 
many a sinner to accept Christ? 


God Does Not Send Men To Hell 


Someone said to me some time 
ago, “How can a God who loves 
men as you say, send men into 
an eternity of torture?” Many 
have this idea; perhaps you have 
given it some consideration. Let’s 
look at it. 

Know this: if men are lost, it 
is not because God desires that 
they shall be lost. GOD NEVER 
SENT A SOUL TO HELL AND 
NEVER WILL. Sinner, if you go 
to Hell it will be because you 
choose to be lost. 


“For God is longsuffering to 
usward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance” 
(II Peter 3:9). 


ll, HELL IS A PLACE 


I think you are convinced by 
this time that there is a Hell. If 
you are not, then I am afraid that 
nothing I may write will help you. 
If you will not accept the Word of 
God, if you will not listen to the 
appeal of reason, then I fear there 
is not much help for you. But 
whether you believe or whether 
you do not, THIS DOES NOT 
CHANGE THE SITUATION. 
There is a Hell; again I say it, 
THERE IS A HELL! 

Remember this, O sinner, Hell 
will be the place where you will 
spend eternity. You will go there, 
not because God wills it, not be- 
cause you could not be saved, not 
because salvation was not provided 
for you, but BECAUSE YOU RE- 
JECTED GOD’S OFFER OF 
MERCY. You would not accept 
Christ; you continued in your un- 
belief until you were cut off and 
lost. UNBELIEF IS THE GREAT- 
EST SIN IN THIS WORLD. It 
is greater than the sin of murder 
or any other sin. 

When you enter Hell, you will 
have to say, “I deserve to be here. 
I could have been saved. I could 
have gone to Heaven and spent 
Eternity with loved ones enjoying 
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the blessings of that heavenly 
land throughout all eternity. But 
I let others influence me. I let 
others laugh me into this place. 
But they cannot laugh me out. I 
am lost, I am eternally damned. 
I am here because I would not lis- 
ten. I alone am to blame! Oh, why 
did I follow others? Oh, why did 
I trample under foot the tears and 
prayers of my dear mother and 
father? Oh, why did I listen to the 
sneers and mockery of the unbe- 
liever? Oh, why did I reject 
Christ?“ 


Hell Is A Terrible Place 


It is humanly impossible for me 
to describe to you the true nature 
of Hell; I can only try. But know 
this: the wrath of God is shown 
when men go to Hell. Oh, sinner, 
may God spare you from ever fac- 
ing the wrath of God! God hates 
sin with a holy hatred. He is a 
God of love, but He is also a God 
of justice. 


|. Hell Ils A Place of Death 


When I say “death” I do not 
mean annihilation. There are those 
who teach that if you reject Christ, 
when you die you are ated, 
blotted out, you just cease to ex- 
ist any longer. But this is not the 
teaching of God’s Word. 


God’s Word teaches us that man 
is to be judged according to his 
works. This means that there are 
degrees of punishment for the 
wicked as well as degrees of re- 
ward for the righteous. Note the 
Word on this: 

“And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it; and 
death and Hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them; and 
they were judged every man 


according to their works“ 
(Rev. 20:13). 
“And that servant, which 


knew his Lord’s will, and pre- 
pared not himself, neither did 
according to His will, shall be 
beaten with many stripes. But 
he that knew not, and did 
commit things worthy of 
stripes; shall be beaten with 
few stripes” (Luke 12:47, 48). 


This distinctly shows us that the 
wicked are NOT annihilated. For 
if the wicked are annihilated, then 
all would be judged EXACTLY 
ALIKE, and this is not the teach- 
ing of God’s Word. 


Take the case of the rich man 
and Lazarus. When the rich man 


this died he opened his eyes in Hell, be- 


ing in torments (Luke 16:23). He 
was alive and conscious. No doubt 
he had a large funeral and was 
likely preached into Heaven. His 
body was buried, placed in a vault 
but his soul and spirit continued to 
exist. He had a body, we know it 
was not a physical body; God has 
some kind of a body in which the 
soul and spirit dwell while in Hell, 
just as the righteous have a spir- 
itual body in which they dwell 
while awaiting the resurrection. 
The rich man had eyes to see, ears 
to hear, a voice to speak, and a 
tongue to be parched. Thus we see 
the condition of those who enter 
Hell. 


“The rich man was now e- 
periencing what God’s Word 
calls THE SECOND DEATH. 
But the fearful, the unbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, 
and sorcerers, and idolaters, 
and all liars, shall have their 
part in the lake that burneth 
with fire and brimstone, 
WHICH IS THE SECOND 
DEATH” (Rev. 21:8). 


“He that overcometh shall 
not be hurt of the SECOND 
DEATH” (Rev. 3:11). 


The physical death we know 
about is something entirely differ- 
ent from the SECOND DEATH. 
Most folk dread the thought of 
physical death; it is a horror to 
them. But Hell is a place where 
folk are continually dying yet 
NEVER DIE. If what we know as 
physical death could come to those 
in Hell, it would be welcomed with 
open arms. Folk there would cry 
out, “Oh, death, come to me; re- 
lease me from this torment, this 
terrible suffering!” But Hell is a 
place of the SECOND DEATH, 
the first death will never enter 
there.

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In What Sense Is Fornication By a Christian 
A Sin Against the Body As No Other Sin Is? 


From LaFayette Springs, Missis- 
sippi, comes a request that the edi- 
tor explain First Corinthians, chap- 
ter 6, verse 18. My letter follows, 
and I hope it may help 
to see how their human bodies 
should be kept wholly for Christ, 
marrying only in His clear will, 
pepe? re Christians, and 
glorifying God in body first, then 
in Spirit. 

Dear Brother : 

You ask that I explain “my idea” 

on First Corinthians 6:18. I under- 
stand what you mean, and will try 

to explain the scripture, though I 

do not want it taken as just my 

idea. 

That verse and the context is 
given here, since the context is 
necessary to understand the verse. 

“15. Know ye not that your 
bodies are the members of 
Christ? Shall I then take the 
members of Christ and make 
them the members of an har- 
lot? God forbid. 

“16. What? know ye not 
that he which is joined to an 
harlot is one body? for two, 
saith he, shall be one flesh. 

“17. But he that is joined 
unto the Lord is one spirit. 

“18. Flee fornication. Every 
sin that a man doeth is with- 
out the body; but he that com- 
mitteth fornication sinneth 
against his own body. 

Know ye not 
that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in 
you, which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own? 

“20. For ye are bought with 
a price: therefore glorify God 
in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God's.“ 

—1 Cor. 6:15-20. 

Fornication joins the body of a 
man with a harlot, like a man and 
wife become one flesh through the 
marriage union, as you see in 
verses 15 and 16 above. Thus a 
Christian man sins WITH his body, 
and AGAINST his body. It is like 
one hand sinning against the other 
hand, or with the other hand. He 
sins against the new body, the body 
of the harlot, which has become 
joined to his as his own in the sin. 


He sins also against the mystical 
body of Christ of which he is a 
part, by joining it to the body of an 
unsaved harlot. 

Drink is a sin against the body, 
and so is any form of intemper- 
ance, but it is not that cular 
type of sin AGAINST THE BODY 
OF CHRIST of which the Chris- 
tian is a part, as to join this mem- 
ber of the body of Christ with a 
harlot’s body, thus making the 
same body of a Christian man a 
part of Christ’s body and a part of 
a harlot’s body at the same time. 
In that sense, fornication for a 
Christian is a sin against the body, 
his own body as a member of the 
body of Christ, as no other sin is. 

Drink harms the body, but does 
not yoke up the body of Christ 
with a harlot, does not permanent- 
ly defile the body with a horrible 
union, as does fornication of a 
Christian. 

I think we Christians should 
learn the following lessons. 

1. The body, not just the soul, 
belongs to Christ. His Spirit dwells 
within the body, not the heart as we 
so often say. Verse 20 says we are 
to glorify God in our bodies first, 
then in our spirits. Purity, temper- 
ance, Cleanliness are vitally impor- 


tant for the Christian’s 


body. 

2. Sex, in the Christian, is a holy 
matter. No one has a right to mar- 
ry except to please God, since mar- 
riage joins the body which belongs 
to Christ, is a member of His body, 
to the body of another, making two 
one flesh. No Christian should ever 
marry a lost person, as is plainly 
commanded in Second Corinthians 
6:14-18 and First Corinthians 7:39. 
And no Christian should ever mar- 
ry except with a sense of God's 
clear leading and His blessing. 

3. Fornication is in one sense the 
most horrible sin, since it yokes a 
member of Christ’s body up in 
physical union with a harlot, and is 
a sin against that body like no 
other sin. is. 

Thank you for your letter. I 
hope this letter will help you to 
understand the blessed Word of 
God.

Is It Wrong For a 
Christian To Pick 
Hops, Grow Tobacco 
Or Sell Cigarettes? 


“The question which comes up 
repeatedly in our family, though 
we have tried to settle it many 
times,” writes a reader from Wood- 
burn, Oregon, “is this: Is it right 
in the sight of God and man, for 
a Christian to pick hops? We have 
held out against it, but are hard 
run at times to make a living. 
There are many more hop fields 
now than during prohibition, which 
leads us to think they are largely 
used by brewers, though . 
Christians contend otherwise . 


Without giving the name, we 
publish the answer here, hoping it 
may be blessed of God to the help 
of others. 

Dear ——: 

In your card of July 21 you 
asked about hop picking. “Is it 
right, in the sight of God and man, 
for a Christian to pick hops?” 

It is my impression that general- 
ly hops are used by breweries in 
making beer. I do not know any 
other wide use for them. In view 
of that opinion, I give the follow- 
ing answer. 

I believe that you probably 
should not pick hops; that to do 
so you get paid for helping make 
beer, and that your money comes 
eventually from beer drinkers who 
are harmed by your work. 


Then an added reason is that 
your conscience has already 
warned you that the Holy Spirit is 
grieved about that business, and 
that you should have no part in it. 
At the very least, we know that 
“whatsoever is not of faith is sin” 
(Rom. 14:23). If you should pick 
hops while doubting it was right 
that would be sin. 

If it turns out that a large pro- 
portion of hops are used for other 
uses, and not made into beer, and 
if your conscience is clear with as- 
— _ the 2 * 41 

v en you might pick hops 
without doing wrong. 

The question affects many others. 
I think that all who have a part 


in the tobacco and liquor industry 
have the same problem. 

It is wrong to drink beer, so it 
is wrong to sell it. “Woe to him 
that giveth his neighbor drink“ 
(Hab. 2:15). Therefore it is wrong 
to rent a building for the sale of 
alcoholic drink, wrong to adver- 
tise it, wrong to make it. I think 
hop pickers and brewery workers 
are in the same business as the bar 
tender. 

I do not think it is wrong to 
grow corn or barley. They are 
sometimes made into whiskey, but 
usually not. I do not think it is 
wrong to grow grapes unless they 
are grown specially for wine. 
Grapes are used, for fresh fruit, 
raisins and grape juice. I believe. 
the wine industry is sinful and all 
who help make wine, that is fer- 
mented wine, are equally guilty 
with those who sell the wine. 

I believe that the tobacco indus- 
try is wicked, and that Christians 
who love Christ should not make 
their money out of the sin of 
others. Tobacco defiles the body, 
stunts the brain, often seriously in- 
jures the health. If it is a sin to 
use tobacco, then it is a sin to 
grow it or manufacture it. 

In any case where there is doubt, 
I think a Christian should pray 
and ask for special wisdom. “If 
any man lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God who giveth to all men lib- 
erally and upbraideth not” (James 
1:5). If one finds light in the Bi- 
ble, he must follow it. If the Bible 
does not give particular instruc- 
tions, then one must be led by the 
Spirit. 

If it harms others, if it hurts a 
Christian’s influence, if it aids the 
devil’s business, or if there is a 
doubt in the heart about it being 
right, a Christian must leave it 
alone. 

Then the question comes: Can 
one afford to lose a chance for em- 
ployment by following such strict 
advice? Many would find them- 
selves out of work. Shall Chris- 
tians employed by theaters, tav- 

erns, tourist courts used largely for 
immoral purposes (not all of them 
are, of course, but some are), to- 
bacco farms, tte factories — 
shall these all give up their jobs? 

Yes, I think so. But let them do 


it to plezse the Lord, and do it in

Confess Sin 


Preachers who want sinners 
saved do well to “rebuke, reprove, 
exhort, with all longsuffering and 
doctrine” the saints of God, as Paul 
commanded Timothy (II Tim. 4: 
2). Where sin is condemned, where 
the saved are revived and confess 
their faults and seek anew the joy 
of the Lord and His power, there 
sinners will be saved. The sermon 
this morning (Sunday) was en- 
tirely to Christians about the sin 
that makes God vomit, lukewarm- 
ness (see Rev. 3:14-20).

Can You Tell a 
_ Hypocrite When 
You See One?

grateful for intelligent and friendly 
readers, like yourself. Yet I feel a 
special need for re-emphasizing the 
command of God against ju g. 
My article called attention to 
clear teaching that Christians may 
judge whether one is a false teach- 
er, that is, may judge doctrine by 
the Bible. That is the clear teach- 
ing of Jesus in Matthew 7:15 to 
20. I fear you did not carefully 
enough digest that part of the ar- 
ticle. Jesus said: 

“Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. 

“Ye shall know them by 
their fruits.” (Matt. 7:15, 16). 
Then verse 20 below says again 

about these same false prophets, 
false teachers, leaders of false 
cults. 

“Wherefore by their fruits 
ye shall know them.” 

That is, you will thus know a 
false teacher by his doctrine. 


That could not be plainer, I 
think. In the first verse of the 
same chapter, Jesus expressly says 
to us, Judge not, that ye be not 
judged,” and calls one a hypcorite 
who does! No one is permitted to 
judge of another’s heart. You 
simply cannot do it accurately and 
are forbidden to attempt it. If you 
do judge others, as to whether they 
are saved or not, judge the hearts, 
motives, etc., you are called a 
hypocrite and are warned that you 
will suffer the same judgment. 
DON’T DO IT! But about doctrine 
you can judge. You cannot tell 
about Mary Baker Eddy’s heart, 
but you can certainly tell about 
her doctrine. You do not know 
whether she was a Christian, but it 
is certain she was a false prophet. 


The distinction is made by Je- 
sus, not me. Judge people’s doc- 
trine, yes, but do not judge them. 
To do so is a sin. 

Likewise, Christians may judge 
people’s lives and works. If a man 
get's drunk, you know that is 
wrong. You do not know why the 
man got drunk, nor how sorry he 
is, nor whether he is saved. But 
if he persists in such conduct, you 
are commanded to avoid him, the 
church is to withdraw fellowship 
with him as was commanded about 
the fornicater of First Corinthians, 
chapter five. Or Christians may 
judge between two brethren as to 
which is right in a difference, to 
arbitrate the matter, as command- 
ed in First Corinthians 6:1-8. You 
may judge works and lives, but 
not people, that is, not the hearts, 
not motives, and never whether one 
is saved or not. 

Peter never said whether Anani- 
as and Sapphira were saved or not. 
I think they were; certainly the 
Bible does not deny it. Peter and 
John did not say that Simon was 
unsaved, in Acts 8:18-24. I think 
he was truly saved. Verse 13 says 
he believed also.“ If the others 
were saved who believed, so was 
Simon. But he was still under the 
yoke of superstition, his desires 
were not right. The way they knew 
his desire was not right was that 
he himself told what it was — not 
that they were smart enough to 
guess it. 


Not a single scripture ever gives 
you the right to judge any one as 
to heart and motive or whether 
they are saved. 


That there are unsaved people in 
the churches I have not a doubt. 
The Bible expressly teaches that 
there would be. The parable of the 
tares and of the net in Matthew 
13, the parable of the wedding in 
Matthew 22, and the parable of the 
ten virgins in Matthew 25 clearly

But 
that is not what Jesus said. He 
did not say, “Judge not harshly,” 
or “Judge not rashly.” He said, 
simply, plainly, emphatically, 
“JUDGE NOT.” Judgment of others 


gious Pharisee is still judging, and 
is still forbidden. Judging mildly, 
judging wisely, judging kindly, is 
still judging, and is as certainly 
judging as the other kind, AND 
AS PLAINLY FORBIDDEN in the 
Bible! As to hearts, motives, per- 
sonality, whether one is saved or 
not, Jesus simply said, “Judge not, 
that ye be not judged.” 

You say, “What I want to bring 
out is this: Although you have a 
message for those who are guilty 
of sinful judging, you are putting 
a club in the hands of hypocrites 
to injure the true saints who may 
have a Bible warrant for judging 
and warning the sinner.” About 
that, I must say some plain but 
kindly, and I pray, helpful things. 

First, you say I have a message 
for those who are guilty of sinful 
judging. Well, all who judge peo- 
ple’s hearts and whether they are 
saved or not are “guilty of sinful 
judging.” Those who claim to be 
“true saints” and pick out others 
whom they call “hypocrites” by 
their own supposed superior judg- 
ment are sinning. If a man tells 
me he has not been born again 
by faith in Christ, then I have a 
right to suppose he is unsaved, by 
his own statement. If a man says 
he is saved by his good works, or 
by church membership or baptism, 
of course I know by the Bible he is 
not saved any such way. But as 
for risking my own judgment, esti- 
mating and passing judgment by 
what I see or think I know about 
his life or character, contrary to 
his own profession of faith in 
Christ as his Saviour, that I have 
no right to do. Jesus forbids it. 
To do it is to be self-righteous, a 
“hypocrite” in the term used by 
Jesus Himself about exactly this 
matter, in Matthew 7:5. 

You say, “You are putting a 
club in the hands of hypocrites to 
injure the true saints.” Well, 
praise the Lord, may the “hypo- 
crites” lay on heavy on the “true 
saints’’ with this club, till the true 
saints” quit this wicked, self-right- 
eous sin and beg God to forgive 
them for disobeying one of the 
plainest commands of their Lord 
and Saviour! I hope they do! I 
hope everywhere there is some who 
thinks himself appointed to pluck 
up the tares before the time of har- 
vest, and throw away all the bad 
fish before the Master fisherman 
draws in the net at last and turns 
it over to the angels, everywhere 
some raises “holier than thou” eye- 
brows and decides this one is not 
saved, or he would live better, and 
that one must be a hypocrite, be- 
cause he does not see eye to eye 
with the self-appointed judge on 
doctrine or amusements or separa- 
tion, or is backslidden; I say I 
hope in every such case the judged 
turn on the judgers with this club 
of Matthew 7:1-5 and Luke 6:37! 

For that is exactly what Jesus 
said would happen. If you judge, 
you shall be judged. If you con- 
demn, you will be condemned. He 
said, “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged. For with what judgment 
ye judge, ye shall be judged; and 
with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again“ 
(Matt. 3:1, 2). May all the judgers 


are intended to show that many have this club used on them! It is 
claim to be saved, or expect to exactly what Jesus promised. Thus 


reach heaven who have false hopes 
and are lost. But we are expressly 
taught that we are not to judge 
which are tares and which are 


may all of us learn not to judge 
lest we be judged, condemn not so 
we will not be condemned, and to 
forgive so we shall be forgiven!

every lost sinmer since the worl 
began has been that. : 
God has plenty of power to save 
sinners. It is still true that “The 
gospel of Christ. . . is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 


that believeth” (Rom. 1:16). 
Praise though offense 
abounds, “But where sin did 


abound, grace did much more 
abound” (Rom. 5:20). The great 
commission is not out of date, and 
the blessed promise of it, “Lo, 1 
am with you always,” meaning 
fruit, victory, wisdom, power, tri- 
umph, sheaves for the Harvest 
Home, has never been repealed. 
Mass evangelism, the saving of 
multiplied thousands, as in the 
days of Moody, Torrey, Finney, 
Wesley, Billy Sunday and others, 
is just as possible today. It waits 
only on saved people getting right, 
judging their own sins, claiming 
the blessing, going after sinners 
with tears and the Word of God, 
and the power of the Holy Spirit! 
The blockade of God’s power is in 
the saints, not the sinners. It is 
in the church, not in the world!
